Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment to claim 1 raises new issues for consideration by changing the scope of the claim 
First, the module was changed from comprising a single solar cell, to having a plurality of solar cells. Second, the new limitation 
"wherein the resin film is formed to overlay an area including an array of the solar cells" changes the scope of the resin film originally 
presented. These limitations would require additional searching and consideration. The amendments do not place the application in 
better form for appeal because they raise new issues that have not previously been considered.
